To Stage Opera 


Young Franz Lehar, before he 
won world fame. with “The 
Merry Widow,” was first violin 
in his father’s regimental band 
in the gay Vienna of the naughty 
nineties. In a smart blue uniform 
he would play with all his heart 
to the lovely women seated be- 
hind slender beer-glasses in the 
open-air cafes. Suddenly. he 
threw up the job and went.as 
regimental bandmanster to a re- 
mote Hungarian town. Why? 

It wds said, to cure a broken 
heart after an unhappy love 
affair with the daughter of a 
titled lady, who had herself be- 
come infatuated with him. 

Finding a red rose on his 
music desk, he graciously thank- 
ed the daughter, but it was the 
mother who had sent it, and 
thus arose a jealousy which 
wrecked his early romance. 

Later, he composed the oper- 
etta “Kukuschka” — and hed to 
pawn his watch and rings to put 
the show om Proudly he sent 
the score to the famous Vienese 
librettist, Victor Leon, suggest- 
ing that they might collaborate. 
As chief stage director of the 
Carl Theatre at the time, Leon 
was busy and made polite ex- 
cuses. 

But it so happened that he had 
« charming daughter of  thir- 
teen, Lizzy, who had lost her

heart to the handsome young 
bandmaster. Why, she argued, 
shouldn’t her idol compose the 
music for one of her father’s 
opérettas? When pleas and ar- 
guments failed, she played *Ku- 
kuschka” on the piano all day 
— until her father capitulated 
and said Lehar might try his 
hand at a new one called “The 


That gucceastul collaboration 
led to the famous one on “The 
Merry Widow,” though Lehar 


very nearly was not its com- 


poser, Leon and -his fellow-lib- 
rettist, Leo Stein, had first giv- 
en it to another composer to 
score, but his first numbers were 
#0 dissapointing that Leon went 
gloomily to consult the managers 
of the theatre about it. 

“Send it to Lehar!” their sec- 
retary declared, Lehar sat up all 
night reading it, then begged 
Leon: “Please give me ‘The 
Merry Widow,; 1 simply must do 
it!” That evening he played the 
first number to Leon over the 
telephone — it was the duet, 
“Silly, silly, cavalier!” 

The mariagers didn’t like this 
new kind of “barbaric” operatic 
music at rehearsals, and were 
shy of putting money inte it. At 
the last moment before prodic- 
tion, Leon actually had to run 
out and buy paper lanterns for 


the Widow's Parisian garden 
féte. At the conductor's desk, 
Lehar went on calmly scrib- 
bling last bits of music for it 
The critics, after the first night, 
were lukewarm, but eventually 
it conquered Vienna — and the 
world; especially the immortal 
waltz which we all know and 
love to-day. ts 

Telling its romantic story in a 
colourful, illustrated biography 
of Lehar, “Fortune's Favourite” 
W. Macqueen-Pope and dD. L 
Murray recall that friends often 
played tricks on the simple, 
good-natured Lehar. Just before 
his “Wiener Frauen” (Ladies of 
Vienna) was produced, they 
persuaded him to take a walk 
through a fairground where, to 
his astonishment, he heard one 
of the early phonographs play- 
ing a record of his Nechledil 
March, the big hit, as he hoped, 
of the coming show, never yet 
heard in public! 

“What's that?” he cried, 
horror-struck. 

“Qh! Only some old march or 
other!” they said. 

“But no!” he protested, “It's 
my big number in the new show. 
How did it get here?” 

The showman assured him it 
was a well-known Hungarian 
melody, so quickly bought the 
sylinder to hush the matter up. 
Then, laughing, his friends dis- 
closed that they had made it 
secretly and “planted” it on the 
showman. 

After the first performance, he 
was waiting anxiously in a café 
for the arrival of the morning 
papers when a friend gave him 
the ‘phone number of an agency. 
where early copies would al- 
ready have arrived, and the 
manager would doubtless oblige 
by reading some of the criticisma 
to him. Rushing to the telephone, 
he made his request. 

A polite voice asked for a 
minuté or two in which to fetch’ 
the papers, then, beginning with 
the most important, read out 
such a series of slatings as no 
composer had ever yet endured! 
Lehar tottered out of the kiosk, 
utterly shattered, into the arms 
of the delighted friends who had 
made him the victim of yet an- 
other joke. 

“The Count of Luxembourg,” 
“Gipsy Love# “Frederica,” “Pa- 
ganin,” “The Land of Smiles” — 
we follow Lehar through all his 
trials and triumphs in this 
memoir of an enchanting period 
in theatre history.

Paris ~ (NEA) — Is France's 
Premier Mendes-France a Ker- 
ensky, the last man before sur- 
render to Moscow? 

While the young Premier's 
vocal partisans believe him to 
be the FDR of France, his poli- 
tical opponents see him more 
and more as another Kerensky, 
who ruled Russia between the 
Czarists and the Communists. 

The free world is not likely 
to know the answer answer for 
some time. There are still many 
obscure spots in Mendes-France’s 
private talks im Geneva with 
Russia’s Foreign Minister Vya- 
cheslav Molotov and Red China's 
Premier Chou En-lai

How’d You Like To 
Eat Boiled Owl?

There are plenty of cookery 
books published in different 
countries every year, but up at 
Fort Yukon, Alaska, there has 
just been produced a cookery 
book which must surely be some- 
thing out of the ordinary. It deals 
exclusively with Eskimo cookery. 


Published by an Alaskan Chil- 


* dren’s Orphan:qie, the book con- 


sists of recipes supplied by Eski- 
mos themselves, and the authen- 
ticity of each item and suc- 
cess of each dish is vouched for. 
. It is doubtful whether the book 
will circulate among high-class 
hotels. Its appeal may be said to 
me decidedly specialist. How- 
ever, some of the dishes, if popu- 
larised by stylish restaurants, 
might become fashionable. 

In every case the instructions 
are simple, and the dishes them- 
selves appear highly original — to 
gourmands outside Eskimo cir- 
cles, that is. They include bears’ 
feet, seal flanks, walrus tails, 
caribou hooves, and boiled owl. 

The editors of the book warn 
readers that they may find some 
of the ingredients difficult to ob- 


‘tain. You have just shot an owl 


and want te eat it? This is what 
the book says: “Pluck the feath- 
ers, clean the owl/witi a knife, 
and put in a cooking pot — have 
lots of water in the pot — add 
salt to mike it taste good.” How 
long should it boil? Unfortu- 
nately the’ book does not say. 

The Eskimos do not need milk 
to make ice cream. “This is the 
way they do it. “Grate reindeer 
tallow into small pieces. Add 
some seal oil slowly while beat- 
ing with hand. Afterwards add 
a little water until the mixture 
is white and fluffy. If you have 
some berries handy you may add 
them to the ice cream. If you 
have not, do not bother” The ice 
eream is perfect as it is.” 


With the advent of mechanical 
methods of harvesting potatoes, 
8, use of insecticides 

as DDT, and organic fungi- 
cides which promoté growth and 
delay maturity of potatoes, vine 
killing has become increasingly 
popular with potato growers. The 
reasons for killing potato vines 
prematurely are to help growers 
spread their harvest season, to 
prevent secondary growth of 
tubers, the oversizing of tubers, 
and the development of late 
blight. Also, the killing of vigor- 
ous vines prevents the clogging 
of diggers and speeds harvesting 
operations. — 


The methods most generally 
used for killing potato vines at 
the present time, says N. ; 
Parks, Division of Horticulture, 
Ottawa, are chemical sprays or 
dusts, or the use of mechanical 
shredders or beaters. Each of 
these methods has certain advan- 
tages.and disadvantages, depend- 
ing upon circumstances. Until 
further research work has been 
done no one method can definitely 
be recommended as being super- 
jot in efficiency.

The chemicals now most fre- 
‘quently used for vine killing are 
the dinitros in spray. form, either 
with or without activators, and 
aero cyanamid as a dust, Other 
chemicals such as copper sulphate 
and common salt in spray foam 
have proved effective, but certain 
hazards attend their use. Copper 
sulphate in the absence of lime 
and copper sulhpate and common

They were made by Glen 
Cargyle, who is in his late twen- 
ties and is still a student working 
for his M.A. degree.

You can be in love with your | 
husband and yet allergic to him 
.. literally. In Canada you prob- 
ably wouldn't get a divorce on 
these grounds, but at least four 
have been granted in the United 
States. Ruled the judges: if a 


in-an allergic rash, that consti- 
tuted cruelty. 

A pretty blond called Louise 
Law gained her divorce after 
doctors had stated that if she 
continued to live\ with her hus- 
band the allergy would be ag- 
gravated. 

The exact way in which she 
suffered wasn’t reported, but in 
the case of Mrs. Grace Groat, of 
Des Moines, Iowa, the trouble in 
the first place was a rash. She 
unsuccessfully petitioned for @ 
divorce on this ground, but two 
years later managed to persuade 
the courts to reverse this deci- 
sion. On this occasion she ex- 
plained that every time she saw 
her husband, she started to hic- 
cup violently. 

Twenty-year-old Phyllis Pew's 
complaint was that living with 
her husband brought her out in 
a rash. Away from him she was 
perfectly well, indeed, only just 
missed winning a beauty con- 
test. . 

“T got nervous upsets, constant 
headaches and skin eruptions,” 
she informed the judge. A spe- 
cialist in allergies supported her 
case. “Her health would be com- 
pletely broken down if she was 
forced to remain with her hus- 
band,” he said. 

A divorce was granted, too, to 
Joyce Holdridge. Joyce quite 
genuinely thought a great deal 
of her husband, Nolan, but when- 
ever she was near him a rash 


judge maintained that the hus- 
bands wasn’t guilty of cruelty. 
The decision was reversed two 
months later. 

A few years ago in London, a 
young wife visited a specialist 
because she was so worried 
about the state of her skin. The 
specialist passed her on to a 
psychiatrist, after finding out 
that the rash became worse 
when she was with her husband. 
There was no divorce, It was 
discovered that thé wife had a 
guilt complex because she had 
once been unfaithful. She was 
advised to confess, the husband 
forgave her and the rash disap- 
peared. 

Husbands can be allergic. to 
wives, to. One American obtain- 
ed a decree because his wife's 
hair made his asthma worse. 

Certainly, genuine allergy 
seems a more reasonable ground 
for divorce than some of the rea- 
sons produced in British courts 
recently. A Peckham wife accus- 
ing her husband of cruelty, fail- 
ed to convince the judge. The 
alleged cruelty? That he had 
told her what clothes to wear 
to chapel. But a Bristol man 
won his case because his wife 
punctured his bicycle tires.

Left His Skull 
For Use On Stage 


A pathetic story of long-frus- 
trated ambition fulfilled at last 
was related by an American 
actor when he lectured recently 
to New York audience. 

John Reed, he said, was 4a 
stage electrician with a great 
love of the stage and everything 
connected with it! For years he 
longed secretly to appear in 
some role in a play, however 
humble, although in his heart he 
realized he had no real acting 
ability. 

As he grew ider he yearned 
more aid more to play one par- 
ticular part, that of the Prince 
in Hamlet. This ambition even- 
tually, dominated his whole life. 

But his wish was never ful- 
filled. He died a most frustrated, 
moody and very ‘unhappy old 
man, :

He had 
bequeathed his skull to a Phila- 
delphia theatre with the solemn 
request that it sh@uld be used 
in every future préduction there 
of Shakespeare's tragedy “Hami-

In the beginning 
of this season, we always think

For 
there comes a day when the air 
has almost a tinge of fall. That's 
the time when many homemakers 
realize that fruits have come and 
gone — but their jelly shelves 
are still standing empty. Well, 
the last of the summer fruits are 
in season now so don't forget to 
make as many homemade spreads 
as possible with these fjavorful 
fruits. 

And with the modern short boil 
method of making jam and jelly 
the sparkling color and fresh fla- 
vor of the fruit are retained be- 
eause the fruit or juice is only 
boiled 1 minute. The preparation 
time is short and the yield great- 
er than with the long boil me- 
thed. Here are some tested 
recipes. Why not make some jam 
‘or jelly today? 

APPLE JELLY and BUTTER 


YIELD: About 15/ medium 
glasses jelly and 15 medium 
glasses butter. : 


To prepare the fruit. Remove 
blossom and stem ends from about 
§ pounds fully ripe applg¢s; cut 
in small pieces. Do not peel or 
core. Add 10 cups water; bring 
4o a boil and simmer, covered, 
10 minutes. Crush with masher 
and simmer, covered, 5 minutes 
longer. Place in a large sieve 
lined with a double thickness of 
cheesecloth. Drain and measure 
7 cups juice into a very large 
saucepan. Use juice for making 
jelly; ise fruit remaining in sieve 
for making butter. -

How Can 1? 


Q. How can I remove tar from 
fabrics? 

A. To remove tar or grease 
stains from any material with- 
out injuring the fabric, apply 4 
little eucalyptus oil with a flan- 
nel cloth; rub gently until spots 
disappear. Or, rub a little lard, 
kerosene, sweet oil, or butter on 
the spots; let them stand a few 
hours, then wash with soap and 
warm water. 

Q. How can I save sugar when 

sweetening drinks? 
_ A. Instead of sweetening the 
‘beverages with plain sugar, make 
a syrup of sugar. and water for 
this purpose. It is far easier to 
govern the sweetness and is also 
more economical. 

Q. How can I give a 
fragrance to clothing? 

A. Add a lump of orris root 
to the boiler on laundry day and 
see what a delicate fragrance it 
gives the clothes. 

Q. How can I prevent scorch- 
ing cakes? 

A. If the oven is too hot when 
baking a cake the cake is very 


faint 


liable to scot particularly if 
the ingredients are rich. Rich 
cakes require a much longer 


time to bake than plain ones 


Q. How can I clean set rings? 

A. The crevices of the ring 
can be cleaned, and ‘the original 
brilliancy restored, by dipping 
a brush in warm soap water and 
scouring. 

Q. How can I remove grass 
stains? 

A. If the stains are first 
sponged with alcohol, the usual 
laundering will remove them. 

Q. How can I whiten yellowed 
laces? 

A. Add dissolved soap to equal 
parts of milk and water until a 
strong. suds is formed. Add a 
teaspoonful of borax for each 
quart of liquid, put in’ the lace 
and boil for a half hour. 

Q. How can I roll a very thin 
dough? 

A. Fasten a piece of muslin 
smoothly and tightly around the 
rolling pih, and the dough can 
de rolled just as thin as desired 


Q. How can I loosen corns? 

A. It is claimed that they will 
loosen by binding a piece of 
lemon round it, changing the ap- 
plication daily for about three 
or four days, Then soak the corn 
in warm water and it can be 
removed very easily. 

Q. How can I remove peach 
stains from linen? 

A. By first soaking in glycerin 
and then washing in hot soap- 
suds 

Q. Hew can I remove the odor 
of smoke from a room? 

A. Put a basin of water in the 
room, leave overnight and keep 
a window slightly open The 
air will be sweet by morning

Pachinko, a simpleton’s game 
of chance, is Japan’s most popu- 
lar indoor sport today. 

Because of it, horse-racing has 
declined, restaurants have lost 
their lunch-time customers, 
housewives have neglected their 
babies, and there has been an 
alarming increase in petty crime 
anc = suicides. 

The 
workers, psychologists, doetors, 
and tax-collectors. It has been 
the subject of a lively congres- 
sional debate in the Diet. 

The cause of it all is a kind 
of poor man’s pin-table. If the 
ball falls into one of several 
nail-fenced cavities, the player 
wins 10, 15 or 20 steel balls.

Not 
a week passes without a pub, a 
sweet shop, a restaurant, OT a 
hoe shop closing to reopen again 
as a pachinko den, In Osaka, a 
cabaret dropped its hostesses in 
favour of the game. Special pa- 
chinko halls are reserved for 
school children who flick the 
stee) balls for sweets, pencils, 
and toys ,

Welcome as the acceptance of 
the principle of national market- 
ing by the Federation of Agri- 
culture is, we hope that the ap- 
pointment of a new committee 


““to study” the problem does not 


mean that Canadian hog pro- 
ducers will have to wait another 
Year or two until theory is put 
ino practice. It took the Farmers 
Union in Britain exactly three 
months to organize their new 
sales system. 


Blames Packers 


The recent drop in hog prices 
from a high of about forty dol- 
lars to the present $28 per 
hundrerweight was blamed on 
the packing industry which was 
said to have bought and stored 
hogs on speculation hoping for 
a further increase of price. When 
the expected rise of price did 
not. occur, the packers threw 
their stocks on the market and 
caused a further decline. This 
explanation sounds rather thin, 
in view of the well known 
shrewdness of the management 
of the packing industry. 

Whatever the reasons may be 
for the instability of the market 
in the last two years, it Is open- 
ing up the minds of. some of 
our farm leaders for the need 
of more producer controlled 
marketing, instead of less. 


Get Action 

It is rather late to start “to 
lay the foundation” for a Na- 
tional Marketing Scheme; this 
should have been done years 
ago. Instead of taking first steps 
now 
we should have had a scheme 
blueprinted, ready to be put in- 
to action whenever the need 
arose. 

However, it is better late than 
never. There are a few points 
though that farmers might be 
well advised to keep in mind. 

Firstly, they will find that in 
order to stabilize the hog market 
they. will have to control all

Thirdly, instead of taking 
council with government depart- 
ments in Britain, Canada’s farm- 
ers should deal directly with 
British buyers, be it the National 
Farmers Uunion.and its subsi- 
diaries, or the Co-operative 
Wholesale Societies.

Here is a typical example of 
their finding Recorded tests 
disclosed that present 30 denier 
yarns are actually seven per cent 
stronger than their 1945 prede- 
CeSSOrs Furthermore, they 
stretch some 3} per cent more 
before breaking. Since it is this 
superior strength and stretch of 
nylon as well as its semi-trans 
parency that make jt the best 
fibre yet devised for hosiery, cur 
rent 30 denier yarns are not only 
up to 1945. standards they are 
even bette

True, quality hinges on such fac- 
tors as the condition of the equip- 
ment, basically sound hosiery 
constructions and skilled oper- 
ators. But the manufacture of 
stockings is largely a mechanical 
process, while the wearing of 
them is not. 

Retail stores today carry the 
widest selection of constructions 
and styles in the history of hos- 
iery. Many still stock the same 
pre- and post-war 30 and°40 de- 
niers that seemed to wear forev- 
er. But do, women buy them? 
Only five per cent of lagt year’s 
production was in. 40° denier, 


compared with 42 per cent in 
1948. 
The yarn producer, hosiery 


manufacturer and retaik store are 
all conscious of their responsibil- 
ities. But, does the consumer 
ever stop to compare the construc- 
tions she wears today with those 
she bought eight or nine years 
ago? After, all these years, does 
she really understand the sig- 


nificance of gauge and denier?” 


According to a recent survey of 
hosiery buying habits among Ca- 
nadian . women, 49 per cent ad- 
mitted quite readily they didn’t 
know the meaning of these two 
important hosiery terms. —

wittingly wear 15 denier, 51 
gauge stockings to shop in super 


markets and clean the house.

Step it up even 
five or ten mph and the driver 
is exceeding his own speed 
limit for safe driving. Natural- 
ly the type and condition of a 
car should also be taken into 
consideration.

Composer Re- 
united After 
145 Years. 


After being separated from the 
rest of his bones for 145 years, 
* the skull of the composer Joseph 
Haydn has been reunited to 
them. 

In a Ariumphant procession, 
the skull was recently taken from 
Vienna a distance of 45 miles to 
Eisenstadt where the rest of. his 
body lies in a tomb built speci- 
ally by the composer’s friend 
and patron, Prince Esterhazy. 

Eaydn was originally buried 
in. Vienna. When his body was 
exhumed for reinterment in the 
Eisenstadt tomb, the skull was 
found to be missing. It is now 
known that it was stolen by two 
of the composer’s friends soon 
after Haydn’s funeral, in 1809. 
At dead of night they crept 
into the cemetery, dug away the 
broken soil and opened the cof- 
fin. Working by lantern-light, 


» they cut off Haydn's head and 


took it secretly to a phrenolo- 
gist. to be measured and anal- 
yzed. They left only a wig grac- 
ing the headless body. 

Years afterwards the skull was 
found preserved in a private 
shrine. Since then many attempts 
\ have been made to reunite the 
composer's bones, but always 
fate intervened in the form of 


wars, politics and so on. Haydn's 


head was preserved in a bank 
vault during the last war. 

But now it has made its last 
journey from a Vienna museum 
in a flower-decked hearse -to 
Eisenstadt, where music-lovers 
hope it will be allowed to re- 
main undisturbed with the reset 
of his bones for ever. 


THE JOBS THEY GET 


Frankfurt University, like most 
universities of West Germany, 
maintains 4 service by which 
students gan be hired at a 
moment's notice for any work re- 
quired.

“The Policeman’s 
Lot Is Not...’’ 


The other day two officers of 
the Flying *Squad crashed 
through the roof of a London 
cinema while chasing suspected 
thieves. One of them, a detective- 
inspector, was previously injur- 
ed in 1948 when Flying Squad 
officers battled with a gang of 
bandits who atternpted a raid on 
a bullion warehouse at London 
Airport. 

The police regard all such in- 
cidents—which may range from 
an occasional black eye from a 
drunk to serious injury in the 
line of duty—as normal occupa- 
tional risks. 

But there are other, less spec- 
tacular consequences of the job: 
A policeman is out in all weath- 
ers and at all times, and the re- 
sulting bronchial and digestive 
troubles far outnumber -the cases 
of those injured on duty. 

There are also certain troubles’ 
which appear to be peculiar to 
policemen. Sir Bernard Spils- 
bury, the great pathologist, was 
horrified when, in the Crumbles 
Murder, he found a policeman 
handling human remains with- 
out the protection of rubber 
gloves. In another case of mur- 
der, a detective worked hard to 
clear the name of a dead man 
and bring home the crime to its 
real author. Despite all his af- 
forts he failed. He resigned from 
the Force and died shortly after- 
wards, .it was said, of a broken 
heart. 

In yet another case—a grue- 
some trunk murder, the investi- 
gating officer was so affected by 
his work that he fell into an ill- 
ness and died a few years later, 
ascribing his bad health to the 
sights he had endured in- the 
case, 

At one time, in the North of 
England, the authorities -were 
puzzled by a curious illness 
which was affecting certain pol- 
icemen. Expert medical opinion 
was sought, and eventually it 
was established that the men 
had been suffering from a type 
of skin poisoning due to habiteal 
handling of finger-print powders 
which contained toxic metals.

ANCIENT . PERSIAN 

An area in southern Siberia, 
just west of the River Ob, has 
been the scene of recent archaeo- 
logical excavations which have 
proved very rewarding. It is re- 
ported that workers have un- 
earthed some extremely valuable 
objects in a number of tombs 
which it is believed date back

several centuries B.C. The tombs- 


were protected by a hill which 
was completely frozen over, 80 
that when the archaeologists 
made their way into the vaults 
they found there numerous ar- 
ticles in an almost perfect state 
of preservation. 

Weapons, masks decorated with 
gold, and even textiles are among 
the relics found. One of the most 
interesting finds is a closely- 
woven woollen carpet measuring 
about six feet square. It has a 
rich design of eagles, deer and 
horsemen surrounded by an 
elaborate border of lotus leaves, 

The carpet would seem to be of 
Persian origin. What has hitherto 
been thought to be the oldest of 
all Persian carpets is one dating 
from only the ninth century A.D. 
but the Siberian “lotus” carpet is 
said to antedate this by over 1,000 
years :

Wouldn't it~ be wonderful if 


we could have a full day's rain? - 


Or would it? Perhaps farmers 
with spring crop to cut or thresh 
think otherwise. But still, when 
you think how much every other 
kind of vegetation is needing 
moisture a good rain would 
surely do more good than harm. 


Yesterday I was setting opt 
geranium cuttings — fifty of 
them — and there wasn't a bit 


of moisture in the ground. And 
near here a farmer was taking 
out old fence posts, four feet 
down in the ground. ‘He said he 
could have split the wood and 
-burnt it in the kitchen stove 
for kindling it was so dry. Part- 
ner is having his trouble with 
fences too. He is rebuilding 4 
field gate and a section of fence 
and of course his main obstacle 
is also the hard, dry ground. 

And then there's the garden. 
After a lapse of a few days I 
went out to pick string beans. 
I expected to get quite a lot as 
the last time I looked there were 
plenty of little beans and al! 
kinds of blossom. All I got was 
a handful. The little beans had 
dried up and all the blossom had 
dropped off. — 

Harvest apples are still fall- 
ing off the tree but I am pick- 
ing out the best of them, cook- 
ing them with the skins on, fore- 
ing the pulp through a rotary 
colander and canning the apple 
sauce One needs to make the 
most of every bit of fruit that 
comes along this year otherwise 
there will be a lot of empty jars 
this winter.

The 
ancient Greeks thought it had 
supernatural powers and the 
Moslems claimed the praying 
mantis, when in an attitude of 
prayer, always turned towards 
Mecca—Mohammed’s birthplace.

The disappearing diplomatic 
bags — that vanished recently

ed lorry — once again brought 
into the headlines the vitally 
important and hush-hush work 
of the Queen’s Messengers, 

Foreign Office couriers who 
carry top-secret State docu- 
ments to and from foreign capi- 
\tals. 

One member of this romantic 
body estimates that he has tra- 
velled more than 1,000,000 miles 
during the last eight years, all 
on highly important missions 
for the Foreign Office. 

It is a cast-iron ruje that .in 
no circumstances must a courier 
allow his diplomatic case to be 
out of his sight. So when Sir 
Henry Johnson was aboard an 
aircraft. which developed en- 
gine trouble over the Andes not 
so very long go, his first 
thoughts were for the safety of 
the diplomatic papefs he was 
taking to Peru. 

As the. aeroplane pancacked 
on to a stretch of flat ground 
which the pilot had fortunately 
spotted, Sir Henry gathered his 
precious. satchels and prepared 
to remove them, lest the ma- 
chine cayght fire. Then, in a 
howling wind and under a bit- 
terly cold sky, he mounted 
guard over them until rescuers 
arrived from Lima _ several 
hours later. 

Naturally, some of the most 
dangerous journeys have been 
made in war-time, when the 
conveyance of secret documents 
becomes vital, and the enemy 
strives to outwit the couriers. 
The adventures of the Knights 
of the Silver Greyhound (as the 
corps are often called) in World 
War II have yet to be officially 
revealed, but if their experi- 
ences wre anything like those 
of Messengers in World War I 
they will make thrilling read- 
ing 

Perhaps the most experienced 
and most intrepid courier of all 
time was Sir Park Goff He 
covered hundreds of thousands 
of miles on Foreign Office mis- 
sions, travelling by rail car, 
ship, and even sleigh and sub- 


marine. In the 1914-1918 war. he 
defied enemy agents by crossing 
the Channel eighty times the 
North Sea thirty. times, and the 


Mediterranean twenty-two times 
in addition to visiting more di 
tant parts of the world 


He sustained a broken lege and 
eight broken ribs when a ship 
taking hm across the North-Sea 
was torpedoed, yet he refused 
to be “invalided out” of the Sil! 
ver Greyhound corps 

The Queen's Messengers have 
an astonishing record of suc- 
cesses. Only very rarely since 
the founding of the corps by 
Charles Il has a British diplo 
matic bag fallen inte wrong 
hands 

(one such mishap . occurred 
fifty years ago, when a#a courrel 


taking State papers overland to 
Italy was delayed at a mountain 
inn. Eager to deliver the docu- 
ments without further loss of 


a fellow traveller offered him 
a lift in a sleigh. 

Only a few miles had been 
covered when the driver pulled 
the horses sharply to one side. 
The courier was thrown head- 
long into a snowdrift. Stunned. 
and bleeding, he recovered in 
time to see his “benefactor” be- 
ing driven away with the dip- 
lomatic bag. Pursuit was im- 
possible, and the papers were 
never recovered. : 

A second mishap to a Messen- 
ger’s satchel occured when a 
ship bringing him from Greece 
was held up by a U-boat. As 
soon ag he realized what was 
happening, the courier threw his 
case overboard. But to his con- 
starnation it floated and was re- 
covered by the crew of the sub- 
marine. 

As a result> of this incident, 
all British diplomatic bags are 
now weighed, so that they’ will 
sink immediately if they have 
to be jettisoned. 

Though the courier’s resource- 
fulness failed on that occasion, 
in many other instances quick 
thinking has resulted in des- 
patches being safely delivered, 
despite great difficulties. 

Major Alfred Custance, whose 
exploits rivalled those of Sir 
Park Goff, was once entrusted 
with carrying secret war re- 
ports to Britain from Holland. 
Warned by the Foreign Office 
that the ship taking him across 
the North Sea would probably 
be intercepted by the enemy if 
his presence aboard was known, 
he embarked inside a crate 
labelled “Margarine.” Another 
wearer of the Silver Greyhound 
badge thwarted Mexican bandits 
who captured him. He threat- 
ened to commit suicide if they 
stole ‘his despatches, and con- 
vinced them that when the 
British authorities heard of his 
death the robbers would be re- 
lentlessly pursued until venge- 
ance was obtained. His words 
sO impressed the bandits that 
they quickly released him 

Once a courier was arrested 
as # spy and condemned to be 


shot, despite the Greyhound 
badge whch he produced to 
prove hig identity. He escaped 


the death penalty by clutching 
his dispatch-case to his breast 
and declaring that his Govern- 
ment would want to know why 


the documents: were stained 
with blood. His captors reluc- 
tantly let him continue his jour- 
ney 
One of the most vital secrets 
ever carried by a courier how- 
ever, was entrusted to a woman 
messenger the only instance 
of one of her sex bing allowed 
to use the badge 
Her job was to bring samples 
ot high explosive from Sweten 
to England, after a Swedish 
manufacturer had offered to 
meet urgent British short- 
age. No messenge® was avail-

The royal courier strives by any 
available means to complete his 
mission, no matter what the 
hazards and difficulties. 

It is a proud tradition handed 
down since Charles the Second 
enlisted four couriers during 
his exile in Holland. He gave 
them each a silver greyhound 
broken from the four corners of 
a porringer, and it has been 
their badge ever since

Criminals Trapped 
By Common Dust 


Can ordinary dust trap a crim- 
inal? Professor Hans Gross, & 
pioneer of modern criminology, 
proved that it could. He reason-~- 
ed that the dust in the coat of a 
locksmith must differ from that 
found in a miller’s. 

When ; jacket was found at 
the scene of a crime, he put it in 
a stout paper bag and beat it 
lightly, then allowed the dust to. 
settle in the bag. Later examin- 
ation showed it to be wood dust, 
indicating a sawyer, carpenter 
or joiner. But among the dust. 
were particles of gelatine and 
powered glue. Sawyers do. not 
use glue, so a carpenter or join- 
er was indicated—-and this prov- 
ed to be true.

made within the next few days. 

It was disclosed that at a 
meeting of the Canada Apple 
Committee, held in Ottawa, 
reports were given on the Bri- 
tish situation by Deputy Minis- 
ter of Agriculture Taggart and 
Deputy Minister of Trade and 
Commerce Bull, just returned 
from a conference with British 
government departmental offi- 
clials in London. 


No Open Market 


Mr. Sutton, Secretary of the 
Fruit Growers Association, said 
that it appeared very definite 
that there would be no oppor- 
tunity of an’ open market for 
Canadian apples in Britain this 
year, although the British apple 
trade was very anxious to re- 
sume business with Canada.’ 

He also ‘said that since last 
year the dollar situation had 
gradually improved, but with 
apples being in a low priority 
group, there was practically no 
possibility of any big amounts 
being allocated for Canadian 
apples. There areother com- 
modities in the same category 
which would have to be allo- 
eated dollars, if dollars were to 
be spent on apples. 


ee Sterling Instead of Dollars 


From these reports it is quite 
clear that the stumbling block 
for the export of Canadian 
apples to Britain is not lack of 
demand, but lack of dollars. 

Why then, in the name of the 
old apple tree, do we insist on 
getting dollars for our apples? 
Why do we not accept pay- 
ment in Sterling? . 

It is only a few months since

Publicans are often men of un- 
usual character. One of the 
most original was Sam House, a 
brewery cooper who saved 
enough from his wages to take 
a public house near Wardour 
Street, Soho. He renamed it In- 


.. trepid Fox, or Cap of Liberty, in 
“honour of the eighteenth-century 


politician, Charles James Fox. 

To curry. support for Fox he 
sold his beer at 3d. a pot, gave 
ente ents, and is said to 
have spent £500 on one election. 
Tubby, bald, he seldom wore a 
coat, only a black waistcoat with 
sleeves, and could never talk 
without swearing, 

He once laid a wager with a 
young man to race him along the 
Oxford road, and would pro- 
bably have won it bit for a trick 
played on him by a friend of his 
Opponent who shouted as he 
passed: “Down with Fox and all 
his friends, say I!” Sam at once 
stopped and gave the man so 
severe a drubbing that he roared 
out, “I was only joking.” Re- 
torted Sam, “I am only joking, 
too. Take that, and that, and 


"learn to time’ your jokes bet- 


ter!” 


He also wagered to ieap off 
Westminster Bridge into the 
Thames, against any Newfound- 
land dog anyone would care to 
bring. Watched by a crowd, he 
undressed, jumped off the para- 
pet of the central arch, and swam 
aafely ashore. 

A drinking crony of his; a Mr. 
Thomas, had’a coffin. made for 
himself and used it as a corner 
cupboard, kept well stored with 


rum and brandy to be drunk at. 


his death. Sam decided to have 
a coffin, too, and engaged two 
men to make him a wicker’ éne. 

As they were living at his ex- 

nse they spun out the job so 
ong that Sam lost patience, ane 
one day when he found: them 
drinking as usual, burst in on 
them with, “Get out of my house, 
you rascals!” dragged the un- 
finished coffin from under ‘the 
bed, smashed it into pieces and 
threw them on the fire. 


When he died in 1785, he was 
auch a celebrity that crowds 
thronged to view the funeral 
cortége and lined the streets and 
lanes between Wardour Street 
and St. Paul's, Covent Garden. 
As a last sentimental tribute to 
him, friends hired a drunken 
watchiman at St. Ahn’s, Soho, to 
dress like him and impersonate 
him in the funeral procession. 
After the burial the mob seized 
the watchman, hustled him into 


the hearse, and ordered the 
goachman to drive him to the 
undertaker’s. 


Another London publican of 
the time, James How, was in 
fact a woman named Mary East, 
though her customers were un- 
aware of it. As a girl of sixteen 
she fell in love with a young 
man who turned highwayman 
and was banished from the 
country. 

The experience so affected her 
that she resolved to remain 
single for the rest of her life. 
She formed a close friendship 
with another girl who had been 
similarly unhappy in love. and

Cotton- 
seed pellets are from nothing to 
a maximum of 15%. bran 0 to 
20%, barley 0 to 15%

Oats ave always the base. As 
a calf becomes able to take more 
corn, Lewter adds it to get the 
right amount of finish Corn 
adds fat. Bran is for quality of 
finish-—-not too hard or rolly, not 
too soft. 

Along with these feeds he 
gives all.the good prairie hay 
the steer wants, especially at 
the start. 


Lewter always uses nurse 
cows for good calves.

How It’s Done 

The American psychologist 
Lewis. Ternan, introducted the 
idea of the “Intelligence Quot- 
lent,” or LQ. The LQ. is calcul- 
ated by dividing » person's men- 
4 tal age by his actual age. The 
resulting fraction is multiplied by 
100, to bring it to a whole num- 
ber. Therefore, the 1.Q. of a 
child of seven whose mental age 
is seven is:

Mental age itself is determined 
by the age-level of the test taken 
and the score obtained: One 
hundred is the average 1.Q. over 
the whole population. 

A boy of ten who is able to 
score. as many in a test as the 
average boy of fourteen has an 
LQ. of 140. People who have 
1.Q.’s of 140 and over are regard- 
ed by educational psychologists 
as “geniuses,” and are rare, Only 
@ne per cent of the population 
have 1.Q.’s of over 130.

For aviators approaching from 
the sea, a coast line choose be- 
tween two methods of appear- 
ing.

izon: rising, growing, flowering 
gradually, giving one plenty of 
time to adjust to its presence, 
its shades of color, its intraca- 
cies of character and shape. But 
in heavy haze or fog: it can loom 
up with terrifying suddenness, 
not even leaving time to turn 
from its crushing impact. On 
one day, it uses the curvature of 
the earth as a cloak, On another, 
it veils itself with different 
shades of mist and weather 

The coast of England is well 
above the horizon when I see 
its outline, pale and whitish in 
the haze. Then there's no fog ov- 
er Cornwall. I can let go of Ire- 
land completely, and move for- 
ward another notch in the 
rachet of my mind, No matter 
what happens now, I'll not re- 
turn to those hilly, bouldered 
fields for safety, or land in the 
waves beside some Celtic light- 
house keeper’s house. If by any 
dwindling chance I still have 
to turn back from Paris, I now 
have England for a haven. * 

Above the sheer Cornish cliffs, 
rising straight out of the sea, 
farm fields break off abruptly 
where the soil has tumbled down 
into encroaching waves. As a 
schoolboy I read .of the slowly 
changing surface of the earth, 
of clam fossils found on hilltops, 
of glaciers building and melting, 
of drifting continents’ and. dried- 
up seas.

What the Baby Saw M 
: Life 
| 


All of Britain .was shock- 
ed by the news that the three- 
year-old son of Samuel Savile 
Kent, of. Road Hill House, near 
Trowbridge, Wiltshire, had been 
taken from his cot during the 
previous night, brutally mur- 
dered, and hidden in a pit in 
the garden. It was on June 30th, 
1860, Medical evidence establish- 
ed that he had been suffocated, 
then: cruelly stabbed and his 
throat had been cut, 

His nurse, Elizabeth Gough, 
who slept only nine feet from 
him, swore that she had heard 
nothing. His father and mother, 
who slept in the next room, 
made similar statements, so did 
the six adults occupying the 
floor above, Yet it soon became 
obvious. that the crime could 
only have been committed by 
one or more of these nine. 


In the house at the time were 
four children by Kent's first 
wife (two elder daughters, Con- 
stance, aged sixteen, and school- 
boy William) and the children 
of the second marriage (the 
murdered child, Savile, his sis- 
ter, Eveline), the nurse and two 
housemaids and other staff 

What manner of man was this 
Samuel Kent, fifty-nine, inspec- 
tor of factories for the West of 
England? Evidently a domineer- 
ing philanderer type wilo soon 
left his first wife in the seclu- 
sion of her own room and car- 
ried onan affair with the good- 
looking niirse, Mary Pratt, en- 
gaged to look efter the childr:t. 
Gradually, he handed over to 
her the household management, 
and asserted, unjustly, that the 
wife had been kept secluded be- 
case she was insane. 

In May, 1852, shortly after he 
had taken Baynton House, East 
Coulston, near Westbury, Mary 
Pratt left the family for the 
first time to visit friends in De- 
vonshire. The next day Mrs. 
Kent, who had been in - good 
health, was suddenly seized by 
terrible pains, and died in great 
agony three days later — ac- 
cording to the local doctor, from 
an internal obstruction. Mary 
returned immediately, and in 
places where the Kents had pre- 
viously lived suspicion grew rife 
that she and Kent had brought 
about the wife’s end. 

For fifteen months, Mary con- 
tinued to live there as gover- 
ness. Then, in August, 1853, the | 
family went up to London, 
where she married Kent at Lew- 
isham Church. The next year 
they moved to Road Hill House. 
Re-investigating the whole case 
in her absorbing book, “Saint — 
with Red Hands?”’, Yseult 
Bridges shows that, once 
many became a mother her 
self, her affections shifted to 
her own children, Her step 
children she treated harshly, 
regarding Constance and  Wil- 
liam as encumbrances, dressing 
them shabbily and making 
drudges of. the elder girls 

Oncé@ when Constance, just en- 
tering her teens, took up the 
cause of William, who was ne- 
glected and never sent to school, 
both were locked in their rooms 
for several days with little food 

Told that she would not be 
returning to school, Constance 
eut off her long red hair and 
in an old suit of William’s ran 
off with him to Bristol, hoping 
to find there a ship to take 
them to their elder brother, Ed- 
ward, officer in @ ship serving 
the West Indian islands. Foot- 
sore and hungry, they were sent 
back from Bath by the police 
and thrashed on their return.

been with the family some 
months. She wasan attractive 
girl of twenty-one, recently a 
lady's maid — and, it is alleged, 
Kent's mistress, like Mary when 
she was governess. Miss Bridges, 
in fact, points out, two astonish-, 
ing parallels in Kent's life:~ 

(A) 1.—In - 1844, when Mary 
Pratt was engaged as nurse, the 
first Mrs. Kent was thirty-seven 
and expecting a baby. 2.—She 
had three children living: two 
gitls and a boy. 3.— She had 
been married sixteen years. 4 
Mary was twenty-one, 

(B) 1.—~In 1860, when Eliza- 
beth Gough was engaged as 
nurse, the second Mrs. Kent was 
thirty-seven and expecting a 
baby. 2—-She had three children 
living: two. girls and a boy. 3. 
-—-She had been Kent's mistress 
for sixteen years. 4-~Elizabeth 
was twenty-one. 

No léss astonishing was the 
behaviour of the chief people 
concerned, Elizabeth said she 
noticed that the child awvas not 
in his cot at 5 am., thought 
perhaps Mrs. Kent had heard 
him cry and taken him to her 
room, so did not inform her till 
7.15 am. The apper bedclothes 
had been remade and smoothed, 
obviously by a practised hand. 

Mrs. Kent gave no immediate 
orders for the grounds to be 
searched when a drawing-room 
window was found to have been 
opened -- from the inside, not 
forced. Kent lay in bed for some 
time before sending word to the 
village constable, and driving 
four miles to Trowbridge to in- 
form Police Superintendent Fo- 
ley. At Southwick,-on the way, 
he told the turnpike keeper, “I 
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have had a child stolen and car- 
ried away in a blanket.” He also 
mentioned the blanket to the 
policeman’s wife, though later 
he denied any reference to it. 


This was remarkable because 
the body, wrapped in the blan- 
ket, was not found until after 
he had left. 


Foley so bungled his inquiries 

that plenty of time was left to 
remove clues. A woman's blood- 
stained nightdress, found in the 
unlighted boiler-stove, vanished 
unaccountably. Kent was actu- 
ally able to lock in the kitchen 
two policemen detailed to watch 
for anyone going to reclaim this 
clue. 
_ In the egd both Constance and 
the nurse, Gough, were charged 
with the murder. But they were 
not committed for trial owing to 
insufficient evidence. The coro- 
ner was a friend of Kent who 
had often been entertained at 
his house. The murder remained 
unsolved 

In 1865, Constance entered an 
Anglican House of Retreat. Then 
came the amazing sequel. Under 
the spell of prayer and fasting 
she impulsively confessed to the 
murder. At the trial’ which fol- 
lowed she insisted on’ pleading 
guilty, and was sentenced to 
death — a sentence later com- 
muted to life imprisonment. 

Was she really guilty or, de- 
luded by religious hysteria; 
merely expiating the sin of an- 
other — her father? Miss Bridges’ 
theory is this: Kent, in his se- 
cret intrigue with the nurse, had 
formed the habit of visiting her 
in the nursery late at night. 

Little Savile was a precocious 
child and a tale-bearer. He woke, 
saw them together and immedi- 
ately cried out, 

Frantic at the thought of be- 
ing discovered, Kent snatched a 
piece of the nurse’s clothing 
(found with the body), held it 
over the child's mouth to pre- 
vent his screaming, and acci-

dentally suffocated him, then cut 


his throat and stabbed him be- 
fore disposing of the body. 


Why? Because of recent years 
there had been some throat- 
slitting crimes in the district, 
evidently the work of a maniac 
who had never been caught, and 
this might be assumed to be one 


of them — hence the opened 
drawing-room window. 
Carefully sifting clues and 
testimony overlocked at the 
time, and the evidence al in- 
quest and trial Miss Bridges 


makes a fascinating study of 
this grim mystery, one of the 
mést gripping in the annals of 
crime. 

One wonders if there was not 
another unsolved mystery in his 
first wife’s death?

Paris (NEA) — The appear- 
ance on the fashion scene of 
“Madame String Bean” would 
appear to have caused more of a 
sensation in Canada or the 
United States than in her native 
land.

Often the most ordinary peo-~- 
ple have been proved to possess 
an ability to “see” visions of 
events destined to happen at 
enormous distances from them.

you.’ .

ly a fortnight from to-day,” his 
friend warned. “As I shaved 
this morning, a strange feeling 
suddenly oppressed me and-I 
saw in my mirror a vision of 
you being killed by that heavily 
framed picture of a Spanish 
beauty which hangs on the 
wall above your pillow And 
the date on the calendar on the 
maantlepiece in your bedroom 
was September 20th.” 

The business man only laugh- 
at him, “You’ve been working 
too hard — you need a holi- 
day,” he said. “Take one and 
you'll see no visions.” 

Reluctantly, the friend took 
his advice. But as he shaved on 
the first morning of his holi- 
day, the vision came again. He 
warned his friend by telephone, 
but was scoffed at. So he wrote 
him a letter that day, Septem~ 
ber 17th, giving him full de- 
tails of the tragedy which he 
was sure would occur in three 
days’ time. 

It did. The business man was 
killed instantly when .the’ pic- 
ture fell on him as he lay in 
bed at 11:30 p.m. on September 
20th. His housekeeper found the 
warning letter describing in, ad~ 
vance exeactly what hap 
lying crumpled in his .waste- 
paper basket.
